One dny iluriiiK tliu siiininer of 
1215 au «'vent (xtourrud to whiuli 
Ea^lisliineu look hack upon hh one 
of the most important in history of 
their country. 

The chief figure in the sccMie was 
King John, tlie wornt king Kngland 
ever had. lie wan no had tlint no 
other king liaH borne iiisnaine. He 
broke hiH father's heart by hin le- 
b«llion and dideverything he poNNi- 
ply could to get the kingdom fromhiH 
brother Riohard. He killed his in- 
uoeeut nepliew, Arthur, a boy of 
sixteen. lie wan greedy, bad tem- 
pered, slothful, and was guilty of 
all sortii of wickedness. 

For many yeara it bad been the 
custom of kings to do pretty much 
as they pleased. They made people 
pay enormous taxes. They often 
took property away from the people 
and made them slaves, and even at 
times killed their subjects without 
cause. 

But the |>eopIe had gradually re- 
belled against such treatment and 
had demanded more liberties frr)m 
their sovereigns. Many of these <le- 
maiids tiad lieen granted by good 
kings, but when John ascented the 
throue he asBumed that the king 
had A right to do whatever he chose 
to do. 

The people could stand his treat- 
ment no longer. They wrote a 
paper which took from the king 
much of his power, and asked John 
to sign it. lie was very angry and 
told them he wotild never sign it. He 
threatened to raise an army and kill 
all who wanted him to sign it. Hut 
he found all the people, from the 
highest to the lowest, where against 
bim. 

Ho on this day they met in a 
meadow near Windsor, Homeof Kng 
land's greatest men were there ready 
to light if the king refused to do as 
they asked, and King John was forc- 
ed to put his seal on the great cliar- 
ter, which had been written by Hte 
phen I^ngion, who afterward be- 
came Arohbiahop of Canterbury. 

The charter laid down the rule 
that the king could nut demand 
money from the people without the 
coustiit of the Council of the 
Realm, and declared that he could 
not imprison men and take their 
property without a trail by jury 
and Ijudge. It was used many 
times later when kings did things 
which were wrong, and other chai- 
ters for still further rights for the 
people were based upon it. 

The charter signed by the wick- 
ed King John is called "Magna 
Charta, or Great Charier, and in 
RDgland it is held in reverence al- 
mofit aa mu«h an the Declaration of 
Independence is in this coiiiiiry. — 
Jix.

U almost three tlioiisand years old. 

When some anihiHologisIs were 
exploting an ancient Kgyptian royal 
tomb they came upon a wircrphagus 
oontaining the mummy of a little 



princess seven years old. She was 
diessed and interred in a manner 
befitting her rank, and in her arms 
was founil a little wooden doll. 

The inscription gave the name, 
rank and age of the little girl aud 
the date of hei death, bui it said 
iioMiiiiir iilxint the quaint little 
wooden Egyi)tian doll. This, how- 
ever, tolf^ its own story. It was so 
tightly clasped in the arms of the 
mummy that it was evident that 
the child had died with hei beloved 
doll in her arms. 

The simple pathos of this story 
has touched many hearta after 
IhousandH of years. The doll 
occupies a place in a glass case in 
(lie British Museum, and there a 
great many children have gone to 
look at it. — Youth's Companion.

The Largest Whale Ever Cauffht. 

Last winter In the Japan Sea was 
captured what in thought to be the 
whale. It took three Japanese 
ships to convery the skeleton of this 
monnter to Moji. The whale was 
two hundred feet long. Its jaw- 
bones were twenty-five feet in 
length aud the skeleton weighed 
fifty-five tons. Captain Carl Meier, 
with (he steamship Oregoniat 
brought the ukeleUm of this whale 
from Moji, Japan, to the dock at 
Brookyn. It was purchased in the 
Far East by a represent ive of Mu- 
seum of Natural History in New 
York City. The freight bill on the 
bones amounted to 9 A, 000. Those 
who fi.ul physical difiloulties in ac- 
cepting the Bible story of the swal- 
lowing of Jonah an account of the 
smallness of the throat of the fish, 
might easily believe that such a 
whale as the one whose remains 



have been brought to New York 
wouhl have no difficulty in swal- 
lowing one or even a dozen men.

Bank Checks. 



A young man had kept in his 
poNseNsion for several days a check 
from his uncle. His uncle died, 
and he hastened to the bank to 
cash the check. When he found 
the bank would not pay ihe check 
until it had onlers from the heirs, 
or from Ihe (u)urts, he was surprised, 
and observed to his father that he 
thought of a check as being so 
much money if the signature was 
good . 

As a matter of fact, however, a 
check is merely an order from A to 
B, who holds some of A's money to 
pay a (certain amount thereof to C. 
It is not money, even if the uames 
on the check are good and well 
known and the bank is solid as the 
government. Although checks are 
given in payment of debt and a re- 
ceipt usually is given ou the spot, 
yet the passing of a check does not 
constitute payment of indebtedness 
until it is paid by Ihe bank. 

Nor will the concurrent rectipting 
of the debt for which it is given 
change this. If the check is not 
paid on presentation to the bank 
the oiiginal claim si mds against 
the drawei or giver of the check. 
But a certified check constitutes 
payment on the part of the person 
who draws it. 

Checks may be antedated or 
postdated — that is, dated before or 
after Ihe dale of delivery. If post- 
dated checks are paid before the day 
specified the tlrawer can recover Ihe 
money, for the bank has acted not 
iu accordance with any order fiom 
him, but on its own responsibility. 

If a blank is left for the dale the 
holder is authorized to insert the 
true date of delivery, but no other 
date. The insertion of any other 
date or changing the date without 
the consent of the drawer makes the 
check void. 



I^awsol War. 



The " laws ot war," as a' present 
formulated by the civilized nations, 
forbid Ihe use of poison aiiainst Ihe 
enemy; murder liy treachery, as, 
for example, assuming the uniform 
or displavlng the fiitg of a foe; the 
murder of those \Vho have sur- 
rendered, whether upon conditions 
or at discretion; di^clarations that 
no quaiter will lie given to an 
enemy; the use of such arms or pro- 
jectiles as will cause unnecessary 
pain of suffering to aaneuemy; 
the abuse of a flag of truce to gain 
infoiniation ooiiceruing an enemy's 
positions ; all unnecessary destruc- 
tion of property, whether public of 
private. 

They also declare that only forti- 
fied places shall be besieged, open 
cities or villages uot to be subject 
to siege or bombardment; that public 
buildings of whatever character, 
whether belonging to Church or 
State, shall be spared ; that plunder- 
ing by private soldiers or their' 
officers shall be considered inadmis- 
sible; that prisoners shall be treated 
with common humanity; that the 
personal effects and private property 
of prisoners, except their anus and 
ammunition, shall be u'spected; 
that the population of an enemy's 
country shall be considered exempt 
fiom participation iu the war, un- 
less by hostile acts they provoke 
the ill will of the enemy. 

Personal au<l family honor and 
the religious convictions of an in- 
vaded people must be respected by 
the invaders, and all pillage by re- 
gulartroopsor their followers strict- 
ly forbidden.

The doctor writes his prescription 
in Latin because it is a more exact 
and concise language than English, 
an<l, being a dead language, d(H>n 
not change, as all living languages 
do. 

Then, again, since a very large 
part of all the drugs in use are 
botanical, thoy have in Ihe 
pharmacopitMa the same uatues that 
they have iu botany — the scientific 
names. Two-thirds of such drugs 



haven't any English uames, and so 
couldn't be written in English. 

But suppose a doctor did write a 
preset ipton in English,for an uuedu- 
cated patient. The patient reads It, 
thinks he remembers it and so tiies 
to get it filled from memory the 
.second time. Suppose for instance, 
it calls for iodide of potassium and 
he gets it confu.sed with cyanide of 
potassium. He could safely take ten 
grains of the first, but one grain of 
the second will kill him. That's an 
elxaggernted case, but It serves for 
illuslnilion, showinur how the use ol 
L-itin protects and ssfoguards the 
patient. Prescriptions in Latin he 
cannot read, and consequently 
doesn't try to remember. 



Some Really Old Families 



In Great Britain and on the Con- 
tinent those families that count their 
ancestry through ten generations 
pride themselves, but Iheir claims 
to really ancient lineage seem in- 
significant when compared with 
those of certain houses in the Orient.. 

Wo read the oldest family iu 
Great Britain, the Mar family in 
Scotland, may trace its pedigree to 
1093. 

Then, too, we have the Camp- 
bells, of Argyle. whose date is put 
down at 1190. The Grosvenor 
family, that of the IXirke of W^est- 
minster, refers its origin to the 
same year that the Conqueroi 
"came over" — /. e., lOGG. 

The Austrian house of Ha|>sburg 
goes back farther than that, its date 
being 952, while the Bourbons 
proudly mention 864 as the date of 
their origin. But none of them is 
lo be mentioned in the same breath 
with Ihe Emperor of Japan, whose 
office has been filled by membeis of 
his family for a period of over 
twenty-five hundreil years, the pre- 
sent ruler being the one hundred 
and twenty second in the line. 
The first Emperor of Japan sat on 
Ihe throue almut the time when 
Nelmchadnezzar was fiourlshing, 
that is, in 650 B.C. 

Another Oiiental branch, the de- 
scendants of Mohammed, present 
claims not to l)e di.sraisNHil. The 
prophet was born 670, and 
a list of his desceuUanta has been 
carefully retained, being duly set 
forth iu a volume kept in Mecca. 
Little or no doubt exista of the 
authenticity of the long list of Mo- 
hammed'M de.scendants that are 
registered in this sacred book.—

The D»»cember number ot "The 
American" magazine contains, as 
its first article, "A Prayer, For all 
Mothers, everywhere," by our 
friend, Prof. Rauschenbusch, bet- 
ter known as "The Deaf Prophet 
of Rochester." 

The wi iter ran into an interest- 
ini; young man last week while at 
Norfolk Downs, a sulinrban region, 
only a walk from our habitat, The 
young man is a Mr. Lawson, agent 
for the " New Haven" at that point, 
coming here fiom Kentucky. He 
claims that his parents were deaf, 
and that he has a host of deaf rela- 
tives, amoDg them our friend Mr. 
Littleton A. Long, of the North 
Dakota School, who is first cousin. 
Mr. Lawson has a fine position, 
having been promoted to this point 
from a lural station five years ago. 
He claims that during the five years 
he never met a deaf person. He is 
H master of the sign language, and 
at first was mistaken for a deaf 
man. He wishes to be rememttered 
to our "dark and bloody ground" 
brethren. 

Mr. Wentworth and Mrs. Etta 
Hamilton, of Ipswick, and Beverly, 
resjrectively, both early pupils at 
Hartford, were married recently. 

At this moment the deaf of Bos- 
ton aie t>eiug shocked by the tidings 
that Walter F. Moi-se, 886 Hunting- 
ton Avenue, has been bnried. No 
one knew that he had been^ll, much 
less dead, us the papers made no 
specirti mention of his death. The 
ten or twelve deaf friends who have 
the habit of scanning the death col- 
umn found from the address the 
fate, and were »»t the funeral Friday 
afternoon, which was conducted l)y 
an Episcopal rector, at the house, 
and iu the presence of a very few 
people. Mr. Morse was about fifty, 
and one of the prospeious deaf men 
of the oral side. He owned Ihe six 
flats adjoining his home, and, as his 
occupation, t<x)k care of them. The 
saddest part about this sad event is 
that his wife and child are both abed 
aud neither know that he was taken 
ill uiuchlessis dead and buried. 
The grave condition of Mrs, Morse 
made it necessary to keep the mat- 
ter from her. The cause of .his 
death was pneumonia, which deve- 
loped since his wife has Ireen ill with 
the same. It seems that it was the 
intention to have the funeral as 
secretly as possible. Had the 
paper made mention of his death 
iu Ihe usual way, namely, " Deaf 
Man Dead," the deaf would have 
been present, as his friends are 
many. The sympathy of all go out 
to Ihe widow and fatherless. 

Beginning with January 1st, there 
will be a great change in the Evan- 
gelical Alliasce .services for the 
Deaf of New England, While Bos- 
ton Society of the Deaf will continue 
as the centre, and continue its ser 
vices as heretofore, all of the large 
New England cities will be included 
in the system ani regular services 
conducted in each at ,«oheduled 
tiinen. Thin is brought alwut liy 
the action of the several denomina- 
tions which have become interested 
through the great work done. Rev. 
Mr. Wyand has l>een given full 
sway and will work where the work 
is needed. The schetlnle arranged 
by him will be announced in the 
JoUHNAi.soou, and will cover Bos- 
ton, Lynn, Salem, Lowell, Lawrence, 
Providence, Worcester, Springfield, 
and (o;>enings for) Nashua. 

Not knowing the address of Rev. 
aud Mrs. Flick, we here extend our 
heartfelt sympathy to them, espe- 
cially to Mrs. Flick, in the death of 
her mother, that estimable lady 
so good to the deaf, Mrs. William 
C. Rouse, Baltimore. 

Rov. Mr. Wyand conducted ser- 
vices in the Union Congregational 
Church, Providence, Sunday after- 
noon, Deoeml>er 4th. There was a 
good crowd present, among them 
being Miss Florence P. Jones, a 
sister-in-law of Editor Hodgson, and 
deaconess in the Episcopal Church. 
One of Proviilt'nce's charming 
daughtei-s arranged the services aud 
brought the people together, and 
her noble work is appreciated. 

On Saturday night h\»\, some 
eighteen deaf persons of these parts 
got together and journeye<l to Stony 
Brook, Mass., and took the house of 
Mr. and Mrs. A. A. Small, in the 
usual storming manner. It was the 
40th anniversary of their marriag«.

The continuation school which is 
arousing so much interest iu New 
England to-day represents only a 
part of the uplifting force that has 
transformed a land of " impossible" 
into the home of a wealthy nation 
of experts and made the former 
battleground of Europe its labora- 
tory. Viewing the process by 
which the highest material know- 
ledge is made the servant of prac- 
tical pnaluction and the theoretical 
is shown to have a monetary value, 
the onlooker is reminded of a 
German army corps where every 
man is thoroughly trained as far as 
it is necessary for his duties? and 
the combination of these effi,oleut8 
Is a splendid organization. Those 
who wii^h to study the transition of 
the old Germany will find a thought- 
ful analysis from an American 
standpoint in Professor Howard's 
work on the indirstrial progress of 
Germany. 

Two features impress the student 
of German education — the active 
federal and state Interest in the 
thorough training of the people, 
and the specialization which rnns 
from the entrepreneur, or "captain 
of Industry," to the skilled lal>orer. 
Once the particular trade aimed at 
in life is selected, every attention 
is concentrated upon thoroughness; 
and while this settliuginto a groove 
would seem to imply a loss of 
mobility, and perhaps (ff arahitioti, 
there is always room for the verv 
highest efficiency iu the "stand" 
selected, as well as for a definite 
contentment and an ordering of life 
by legitimate anticipation of the 
fruits of good service. 

The scope of the technical schools 
of Germany is very wide, ranging 
from steel and irou to industrial 
art, but preeminence has come 
largely fom electrical aud chemieal 
progress. Many recent works have 
dealt with the marvelous applica- 
tion of the fine- 'u chemistry 
to German iml. md this fact 
has a parallel iu the occasional 
summoning of the best economic 
thought to aid the makers of 
statutes. The German people 
would appear to have understood 
that tiie highest knowletlge, and 
really the only knowledge deserving 
Ihe name, is that which adds some- 
thing to human welfare. It ia 
characteristic of a nation of experts 
that large mauufactnring firms 
maintain their own highly skilled 
staffs of Mientalists, and 
many prof> ,i the universities 
are retained by tirms to whoia they 
are under Oi>nlrji(<i to I'ivo the right 
to any new pr<' vere<l. 

Thus day auw lu^ui, me picked 
men of Germany are at work in the 
lal' s for the practical ad- 

va: of the fatherland, and 

the story of their achievement within 
the last ten years reads like a 
new version of that miraculous stone 
which turned all it touched into gold

Everybody who reads 
it will consider all of the educated 
deaf to he pare in mind and reverent 
of heart — all on account of pure oral 
'lOlture. 

They will fancy the deaf poaaesaed 
>f a powfT that approximates wiz- 
ardry. The parentfe will insist more 
strenuously than ever that tbelr 
children be educated by the method 
(hat confers soeh nobility of 
character and endows with a vision 
.ch microscopic power and un- 
f^rring rapidity. 

We do not believe that the papers 
got the Cleveland complaint pro- 
perly before the poblic. It ia a 
lamentable fact that some of the 
films exhibited in low-claaseetab- 
lisbmenta are vile in pr-''»"'fon 
and degenerating in e. 

Theae pictnree are gradually being 
weeded out by boards of censors.
